Vatican Castigates Lefebvre 
In Report to Bishops Synod

ROME, Cct.-2 (NYT).—Dissi- 
dent French Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre and his disciples were 
castigated in an official Vatican 
document here as “advancing 
step-by-step down the road to- 
ward the schism” of the Roman 
Catholic Church, tt was announc- 
ed yesterday.

Another notable point in the 
cocument was a sharply worded 
condemnation of “Communist 
regimes" and of “military dicta- 
torships” for their suppression of 
human rights. Vatican sources 
privately said that the term 
‘military dictatorships" was 
meant to point spectfically at the 
ruling military regime af Chile, 
but no country was named. 

It was written by a West Ger- 
man prelate, Archbisho,) Jean De- 
genhardt, and is known to be 
Teflecting closely the views of 
Pope Paul VI. 

The public emphasis given the 
Lefebvre case surprised many ob- 
Servers who had expected the 
synod to deal more discreetly and 
less explicitly with the arch-con- 
servative French prelate’s chal- 
tenge ‘to the authority of Pope 
Paul 
Several months ago the sug- 


gestion was raised that Arch- 
bishop Lefebvre might be excom- 
municated. That possibility is 
clearly ruled out now. -

BRIGHTON, England, Oct. 2 
'UPI).—Liberal party leader 
David Steel yesterday attacked 
the “Punch-and-Judy show” of 
extremist British politics and 
urged Liberals at the end of 
their annual convention to in~ 
tensify the campaign for support 
af their party.

Argentines 
Halt Trawlers 
Of Bulgaria 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 2 (UPD, 
—Argentine destroyers today es- 
corted two Bulgarian fishing 
trawlers damaged by Argentine 
gunfire inside Argentina's 200- 
Mile territorial limit yesterday, 

The incident was the most seri- 
ous in a 10-day dispute with 
Communist vessels over the 200- 
mile limit. 

Navy sources confirmed that 
three Argentine petty officers 
drowned yesterday when their 
boat overturned in heavy seas as 
they attempted to board one of 
the two Bulgarian ships. But 
there was No official confirma- 
fon of newspaper reports that 
at least one Bulgarian crewman 
aboard the trawler Aurelia was 
Killed and others injured by Ar- 
Gentine naval gunfire. 


A Soviet trawler, Frans Hals, 
stopped early yesterday within 
Argentina's 200-mile limit by an 
Argentine destroyer, arrived in 
Puerto Madryn shortly after 
4 am., joining five other Soviet 
fishing vessels detained by Ar- 
gentina for fishing violations 
ance Sept. 22. 

The navy said the Aurelia, 
another Bulgarian ship, the Ofe- 
Ua, and a second Soviet vessel, 
the Prokoryevk, were being es- 
Corted to Puerto Madryn by Ar~ 
gentine ships but were proceed- 
ing slowly because of bad 
weather, 

Engines Damaged 

The navy said the Aurelia, 
with engines damaged by gun- 
fire from the destroyer Piedra 
Buena, had to be taxen in tow 
for the 200-mile trip to Puerto 
Madryn, about 1,000 niies south of 
Buenos Aires on the Patagonian 
coast. But heavy seas forced the 
escort vessel to drop the tow. 

The navy said that four de- 
stroyers discovered the two Soviet

U.S. Dockers

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (N¥T).—

The strike's overall impact on

tainer ships had sailed before the 
strike began yesterday morning. 

Thomas Gleason, president of 
the International Longshore- 
men's Association representing 
50,000 longshoremen at the At- 
Jantic and Gulf ports, described 
the strike as 100 per cent effec- 
tive imsofar as container ships 
Were concerned. But he acknowl- 
edged some longshoremen in New 
Orleans and in Baltimore had re- 
fused to work conventional ships, 
contrary to the union's selective 
strike plan. 


“We're trying to correct that,” 
Mr. Gleason said. 

The Postal Service, in announc- 
ing the embargo, said that it had 
been placed on all classes of sur- 
face mail to Europe, including 
the Soviet Union, Greenland and 
Iceland; Africa; South and Cen- 
tral America; the Caribbean is- 
lands, including Puerto Rico, and 
the Middle East. 

Mall Not Accepted 

No mail that would move by 
ship to those destinations will be 
accepted st post offices, the an- 
nouncement said. The Postal 
Service also said it had requested 
ad immediate embargo of all sur- 
face mail from these areas to the 
United States. 

Mail moving by air from the 
United States to these destina- 
tions, or coming to the United 
States by air, will not be affect- 
ed. Surface mai! to Canada, 
Mexico and Cuba will also con- 
tinue to be accepted, the Postal 
Service said, and military mail 
will not be affected. Mail from 
the embargoed areas currently in 
the postal system will be for- 
warded and held at exchange of~ 
fices, it said.

Lowell Thomas Gets Wish, 
Returns to Heavenly Kingdom

LHASA. Tibet, Oct, 2 (WP).— 
Lowell Thomas came back to 
Tibet Friday 28 years after he 
left on a Utter with a broken 
hip, The 85-year-old broadcaster 
and world traveler overrode the 
objections of Chinese doctors and 
Officials to show his bride, Mari- 
anna, 49, “the heavenly kingdom” 
of the exiled Dalal Lams, now 
ruled by Commumist cadres from 
Peking. 

Mr. Thomas and his companions 
were greeted by two Chinese of- 
ficials and a Tibetan when their 
Plane landed after a three-hour 
flight from Chengtu.

But he and 8, friend were ar- 
rested by Alaska fish and game 
wardens for catching ΤΊ rainbow 
trout out of season, He spent 19 
days in a crowded Anchorage 
jail, far from his wilderness 
home. “I was going te commit 
suicide,” be said. “All I could zee 
was bars and walls.” 

Mr. Tretikoff rays he has 
eaten “all Kinds of focd you 
wouldn't touch. Fish heads with 
maggots in them—they taste 
pretty good when you clean 
them. I have eaten moldy fish. I 
have experienced hunger before.”

The village of Nondaiton, 250 
miles by air southwest of Anchor- 
age, is typical of the Alaskan 
bush—a half-world of incongru- 
ities, neither primitive nor mod- 
ern, There 2re no roads leading 
here, only ἃ gravel sirstrip 
where the mall plane lands three 
times a week with supplies. Peo- 
Ple watch Charlie Chaplin movies 
brought in from Anchorage and, 
on Christmas, Sante Claus flies 
in on a helicopter—courtesy of 
an Air Force base miles away. 

There are few jobs in Nondal- 
ton, no telephones, no doctor, and 
the shelves of the co-op store are 
almost bare.

Bethlehem Sieel 
Eliminates 2,500 
White-Collar Jobs 


BETHLEHEM, Pa, Oct. 2 
‘NYT).—The Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. has announced that it 1s 
eliminating the jobs of 2.500 
white-collar workers. The action 
boosted the layoff figures for the 
troubled steel industry, to 18,000. 

The cuts, affecting clerical 
workers and executives, marked 
the first time in the 72-year his- 
tory of @ethlehem, the second. 
largest U.S. steel producer—be- 
hind the U.S. Steel Corp.—that a 
substantial number of white-col- 
lar, nonunionized employees lost 
their jobs. The company did not 
disclose whether any top execu 
tives would leave as a result of 
the cuts announced Friday.

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A Nuclear Question and Answer 


The White House Council on Environmen- 
tal Quality has made e startling proposal 
about nuclear power. The three-menvber 
panel recommends that. unless the problem 
of storing nuclear wastes can soon de solved, 
the government should stop Ucensing any 
More nuclear power plants. That 15 a radical 
Prescription and It seems to us radically 
premature. But the councij’s concern, a3 
articulated by one of its members, A. Gus- 
tave Speth, is justifiable. 

The problem posed by nuclear wastes 1s 
simply expressed: They must eventually be 
put somewhere for periods measured in 
centuries, even millennia, until their ra- 
dioactivity dissipates. Experts are confident 
that ultimately the wastes can be safely 
buried deep in stable geological formations. 
But no final plan or site has been devised. 

The council's new proposal slighis two 
central facts. One is that the waste disposal 
problem is already with us—and it will not 
get appreciably worse for some years. Nor 
{s it, secondly. a problem that can be solved 
simply by stopping civilian power reactors. 
The chief generator of wastes now is the 
military, 

Even if all nuciear activities stopped today. 
society would still face a major disposal 
problem. Vast quantities of “high-level” 
radioactive waste—some 74 million gallons at 
recent count—have already been generated 
by nuclear weapons programs. These are 
held in interim storage facilities on govern- 
ment regervations; no safe permanent meth- 


od of storage has yet been found. Civilian 
power plants have generated additional 
quantities—tar less in volume than the mili- 
tary waste, but comparable in the amount of 
radioactivity it contains. Again, no perma- 
nent disposal method has been devised. 

That ts why the council’s proposal contrib- 
utes to the nuclear debate. It is a deliber- 
ate effort to goad agencies and industries 
into finding a permanent disposal solution. 
The government has been grappling with the 
problem—and promising a solution —for 
years. It has sharply boosted funding for 
waste disposal work. But a recent report 
irom the general accounting office calls the 
progress “negligible to date.” The council 
elteves that the government should set a 
deadline for coming up with 8 final disposal 
plan—perhaps within two years—and then 
another deadline .for demonstrating the 
feasibility of that plan by constructing 8. 
disposal facility. 

We reject, at this point, the Environmental 
Council's draconian enforcement suggestion: 
That, if the deadlines ore not met, there 
should be no more reactors. That begs such 
critical questions as whether to halt the 
military programs. But we do applaud its 
idea of setting early deadlines, Such dead- 
lines wuulu put pace and structure into what 
is now a formless national discussion and a 
welcome spotlight on a problem that won't 
go away.

U.S. Tax Reform and Timing 


President Carter is now engaged in the 
final review of his promised proposals for 
tax reform. Responding to one of his self- 
imposed deadlines, he evidently intends to 
send the tax bill to Congress sometime in the 
next couple of weeks. That would be a great 
mistake. Mr. Carter would be wiser to walt 
until his energy bill. with its intricate new 
taxes, thas cleared Congress. Otherwise the 
people in Congress who don't Uke the in- 
come-tax bilI—and they will be legion—will 
start trading off pieces of it against the 
energy taxes. The administration would 
then risk losing most: of both of them. 

But there’s another reason as well for cau- 
tion, and it goes beyond mere tactics. The 
American economy is not currently growling 
fast enough to generate jobs for all of the 
women and young people who ure flooding 
the labor market. Unemployment is stuck 
at a painfully high rate, and there's no sign 
of any great reduction scon. Tax policy af- 
fects the way that the economy works. 
Mr. Carter's tax bill will apparently be de- 
signed mainly to improve the equity in 
spreading the burden among taxpayers. But 
he also needs to worry about the effect of 
tax-law changes on economic growth—which 
means jobs. 

The crucial factor in economic growth 
over the coming year, most economists agree, 
will be business investment. Whichever way 
business investment goes. it will act as a 

- lever on jobs and wages. Something in the 
order of 90 per cent of business investment 
comes from the retained earnings of corpora- 
tions—the profits that they do not pay out 
to shareholders. Here we come to the hard 
part. The most dramatic changes being con- 
sidered by Mr. Carter would all affect cor- 
porate investment. 

Mr. Carter is apparently going to propose 
taxing capital gains as regular income, 
present law taxes [t at half the regular rate. 
Another major change would respond to the 


longstanding complaint that dividends are 
subjected to double taxation, once when the 
corporation earns its profits and again when 
it pays them to the shareholders. The Car- 
ter plan will reportedly offer shareholders a 
tax credit for tne corporate tax paid on 
dividends. Both of these changes would in- 
crease shareholders’ pressure on corporations 
to vay cut more of their profits as dividends. 
And that would leave less to be reinvested 
in the business. This effect is irrelevant to 
the arguments about tax equity. But it is 
not irrelevant to economic expansion and 
employment. : 

The administration recognizes the need for 
Faster investment by ‘business, and the Pres- 
ident's forthcoming bill is also likely to in- 
clude an increase in the investment credit. 
In other words, the various elements of the 
bill will point in opposite directions, some of 
them ‘pulling for greater investment and 
some of them pushing against it. The dis- 
quieting thing fs that nobody can say what 
the total effect would be. There is no way 
to calculate the effect of changing the taxa- 
tion of capital gains and dividends, and any 
forecasts at this point are mere guesses. 

Earlier there were a lot of cheery predic- 
tions about rapid passage of the energy bill, 
but not recently. The tax sections have yet 
to be reported in the Senate. Beyond that 
les a long debate on the floor and a tur- 


bulent conference with the House. Since rev--° 


enues from oll taxes are to be used, appar- 
ently, to pay for income-tax cuts, it would 
be impossible to keep the two bilis separate. 
That adds up to a compelling case for 
Mr. Carter to Keep his income-tax-reform 
bill in his desk drawer until the end of the 
congressional session. If the unemployment 
rate is still stuck at T per cent as we go 
into the winter, there may develop a case 
for him to keep it tucked away there even 
jonger.

‘ASHINGTON.—The Senate’s

YY ASENGTON—The Bakke 
ease, which will be argued 
before the Supreme Court later 
this month, provides an impor- 
tant test not only of the legal 
issues of racial discrimination in 
college admissions, but of the cur- 
rent attitude toward government 
efforts to achieve social justice. 


The case has drawn a great 
deal of publicity, And the ap- 
presents an appealing human 
briefs filed—68 in all—indicates 
how many groups in the plural- 
istic American society feel a strong 
interest in the outcome. 

At one level, the Bakke case 
presents an appealing human 
story which touches some funda- 
mental American values. Allan 
Bakke, a Marine Corps veteran 
of Vietnam and an engineer, de- 
cided in his late 20s that he really 
wanted to be a doctor. 

He made the efforts to take 
premedicat courses even while 
holding his regular job, and in 
1973 and 1974 applied for ad- 
mission to a number of medical 
schools, including the University 
of California at Davis. Both times 
he was rejected at Davis (alang 
with the other schools), despite 
the fact that Davis was simulta- 
neously admitting minority ap- 
Pplicants, some of whom had lower 
test scores and grade-point aver- 
ages than Bakke. 

He charged there was “reverse 
discrimination” against him as a 
white man. The California Su- 
Preme Court agreed with him 
that he had been the victim of 
an unconstitutional “education 
quota system.” Calling the Davis 
plan “a retreat in the struggle 
¢o assure that each man and 
woman shall be judged on the 
basis of merit alone,” the state 
ordered Bakke admitted. 


Not on the Record 


That is the case now before 
the Supreme Court. The Carter 
administration has filed a brief 
arguing, first, that the Davis 
Medical School had a constitu. 


second, that Bakke's claim te ad- 
mission cannot be judged fairly on 
the record of the case as it stands. 

Because there was a good deal 
of semipublic pulling and haul- 
ing about the administration brief, 
there has been an understandable 
tendency to describe the final 
position as essentially a political 
compromise, 

It certainly is that. Its ciear 
goal is to prevent a Supreme 
Court decision so sweeping that 
dt could undercut the claim to 
legitimacy of dozens of cther 
government and private affirma- 
tive action plans, At the samo

time, it is designed to avoid 
putting the administration's sup- 
port behind a rigid quota system, 
which the President has declared 
personally repugnant and which 
massive majorities of white voters 
resent. 


But what strikes this reporter 
in his reading of the case ts that 
the administration brief is not 
only politically shrewd and bal- 
anced but equitable and reason- 
able on a common-sense basis. 

First of all, the record shows 
pretty clearly that there is no 
tlinically objective method of 
deciding who should get into 
Davis or the nation’s other med- 
ical schools. There are far too 
many applicants for any precise 
balancing of competing claims. 

For. its regular admissions pro- 
gram, Davis requires a C-plus 
Grade average and also weighs 
tes scores, recommendations and 
the comments of personal inter- 
viewers. But there is no written 
standard for admission; university 
officials concede the judgments 
are to some extent subjective. 

All but 18 of the 100 places in 
each entering class are filied that 
way. The other 16 are filled 
through 8 special admissions pro- 
gram for disadvantaged tr ors 
ity) applicants, There, the criucria 
are apparently lower, and the ap- 
blicants are judged against each 
other—not against the requier ap- 
Plicants. But the dean of the 
Davis Medical School has testifi- 
ed that whether the students 
come through the regular or 
Special admissions process, all are 
“fully qualified for admission and 
will, in the opinion of the admis- 
sions committee, contribute to the 
school and profession.” 

Considering that barely two of 
every 100 doctors in America are 
black and that black communities 
are notoriously disadvantaged in 


their medical serviecs, there 
certainty a case to be made 
encouraging an increase in 
number of black and other mir 
ity doctors. 

Second, it seems quite ct 
monsensible for the govermr 
to assert that “race may be pe 
nent to admissions because 
gtves information that will 
helpful in understanding 
meaning of the credentials t 
an applicant presents. A gra 
point average of 2.6 produced 
& minority applicant may indic 
every bit as much potential 
be a physician as a 3.0 aver 
by a white applicant. That's 
cause the minority applicant 
demonstrated not only the ab 
to succecd in obtaining gra 
but also the determination 
abtlity to overcome nonacadt 
hurdles.” 

That principle is the r 
point the Carter administra 
wants to defend. and it ils w 
defending. But what about Bs 
who surely overcame some hur 
of his own? What the gov 
ment says is that his claim ὁ 
a victim of reverse discriming 
cannot be judged on the recor 
it now stands. No court has 
determined if Bakke would /

_ Heart Transplants: End of the Beginning

JVASEINGTON (WP). —South 
African grocer Louis Wash- 


Osky was the first, a self-describ- 
ἃ Frankenstein's monster who 
“ed for 18 borrowed days in De- 
ember, 1967, while the heart of 
mother human beat in his chest, 
The second heart transplant pa- 
tient of that year was en infant 
boy who lived only seven hours. 

ut neither of those late De- 
cember failures deterred the 
world's cardiovascular surgeons, 
who performed 101 human heart 
transplants in 1968, Only one of 
those 101 patients is alive today 
—@ Frenchman—and just one of 
the 47 patients who received 
“new” hearts in 1968 and three 
of the 17 transplant recipients of 
1970 are still alive. 

Ten years after the first trans- 
plants the number of such opera- 
tions performed annually ts any 
about one-third of what it was.

Not the Answer 


Dr. Lower said recently that 
he thinks “there was a degree 
of optimism, even in the profes- 
sion, that was not justified.” 
Transplantation “was seen as an 
answer for all patients who were 
sick with heart disease, and it 
was uot.” 

"It was hoped survival would 
be better,” Dr. Lower said. “It 
was hoped matching {donor and 
reciplent tissue types] would be 
the answer to the rejection prob- 
Jem and it wasn’t. But for the 
few patients who make it through 
end live comfortably for a sig- 
nificant period of time,” the 
Procedure is worthwhile. 

Adrian Kantrowitz, who per- 
formed the world’s second heart 
transplant four days after Dr.

“The 
problems involved in making this 
work on 8. broad basis are not 
surgical problems, they're immu- 
nological problems. I do not bring 
any special talent to solving thesa 
problems, nor does my team, 

“We are very good at engineer- 
ing devices,” said Dr. Kantrowitz,

2 of 6 Survive 


This year and last Dr. Lower 
and his group st the Medical 
College of Virginia performed six 
Such operations.

“T's certainly not a highly suc- 
cessful form of treatment,” said 
Dr, Lower, the man credited with 
Working out the surgical procedure 
itself. 

“It's quite properly reserved 
for patients in relatively terminal 

of their disease.” he said. 
“You have a choice when you 
reach that stage of saying ‘Let 


nature take its course’ or trying 
an experimental procedure. 

“We are still reasonably pes- 
simistic about good long-term 
results in the majority of pa- 
tients,” Dr. Lower said. “We're 
really only accepting patients who 
are completely hopeless cases... 
if you have a patient whose 
chances of survival [without 8 
transplant! for only a brief period 
Js close to zero, then the patient 
is worth takirg the chance on 
It's also possible that by small 
increments we can improve the 
survival” 

Of the 18 patients who have 
Teceived new hearts at the cen- 
ter in Richmond since May 25, 
1968, four are alive. One, Ar 
thur Gay of Washington, has 
survived four years and eight 
months. 

“Without a question, rejection 
is the biggest problem; it always 
has been. ‘The technical aspects 
of the operation itself have been 
well worked out for almost two 
decades now.” said Dr. Frank 
Thomas, a surgeon and colleague 
of Dr. Lower at tne Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia. 


Basic Problem 


“The basic problem is to design 
an anti-rejectio drug which 
selectively and profoundly affects 
these portions of the immune sys- 
tem which are most germane to 
allograff [the transplantation of 
part of one human to another, 
unrelated, human] rejection and 
at the same time allow those por- 
tions of the system which are 
not as impertant im [transplant 
rejection} te continue . . . 50 
that defenses can be maintained 
against infectious diseases,” said 
Dr. Thomas, who bas been work- 
ing on the rejection problem. 

Until recently the primary 
drugs used to battle rejection had 
the effects of knocking out the 
bods’s entire system of defense 
against infection. This meant 
that if the patient did not die 
because of rejection of the new 
heart. he died of infection. 

The problems faced by trans- 
plant patients are simUsr to 
these faced by cancer patients 
taking chemectheravy. The chem- 
otherapy ‘or in the case of the 
transplant patient, the immuno- 
suppressant drugs) attacks the 
antibody-producing white cells. 
leaving the systems of patients 
defenseless. 

“It knocks down the defenses 
against bacteria. fungi viruses. 
etc.. and makes the recipient 
Busceptipic to a myriad of in-

fectlous complications,” sald Dr. 
‘Thomas. “The cause of death in 


70 to 90 per cent of all transplant . 


Patients [who die in ‘connection 
with the transplantation process] 
is infectious complications. 

“We have an Achilles’ heel here, 
580 to speak, and this is the thing 
that is going to have to be cir- 
cumvented if we are going to im- 


prove our results in transplanta- | 


ton,” explained Dr. Thomas, who 
noted that some of the same bodi- 
ly defenses that ward off infection 
cause rejection, 

While there have been some 
important developments recently 
i: the field of immunosappres- 
sants, including the development 
of a drug that appears to suppress. 
the rejection mechanism without 
affecting the defenses against in- 
fection, the question still remains 
whether all the effort is worth- 
while. Should society be expending 
encrmous Tesources, in manpower 
and money, on such an apparent- 
ly marginally productive effort? 


Developments 


“If I had @ very bad heart 
today I would seriously consider 
getting a transplant.” sald Rohert 
‘Veatch. an ethicist with the Insti- 
tute for Eociety, Ethics and the 
Life Sciences, in New York. “My 
view, from a personal’ point of 
view, is why not give it a try? 

“But that would conflict di- 
rectly with my view when it is 
put in a resource allocation can- 
text.” said Mr. Veatch. “I have 
teal doubts whether we should 
permoit the most skilled surgeons 
to devote their resources to tech- 
tiiques that have a very low de- 
gree of success. 

“Tm not at all sure that the 
Public policy should encourage, 
or even permit, the use of re- 
sources that way. ‘There may well 
be more useful things that can 
be done with the skills.” Mr. 
Veatch said.
